Most of the vic­ 
tims are in their 20s.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The

voting to lower the voting age to 
18. 
The Senate added the lower 
voting age limit, which Ceiler 
strongly opposes, to a bill he 
strongly supports, one that ex­ 
tends for five more years a law 
designed to protect Negro vot­ 
ing rights in the South. 
Senate passage of the com­ 
bined package by a 64 to 12 vote 
Friday created a quandary for 
Ceiler, 
who 
as 
chairman of 
House conferees will be under 
heavy pressure in the House to 
accept the Senate bill. 
“I’ll fight it, come hell or high 
water,” vowed Ceiler after the 
Senate action. 
Ceiler, the dean of the House, 
having served there since 1922, 
has long opposed lowering the 
voting age. And he particularly 
opposes doing it the way the 
Senate wants it done—by statute 
rather than by constitutional 
amendment. 
“When we consider how easily 
the adolescent is inflamed, how 
easy for him at that age to see 
in patterns of black or white, 
without shadings, we can readi­ 
ly understand why the dema­ 
gogue, the dictator and the hyp­ 
notic orator have been able, his­ 
torically, to capture the youth of 
the land,” says Ceiler. 
“There are sound psychologi­ 
cal reasons why the age of 21 
has been considered the begin­ 
ning of maturity.” 
But Ceiler will have a hard 
time winning his fight. The 18- 
year-old voting provision has 
wide support in the House and 
its inclusion as part of a voting 
rights bill makes it doubly at 
tractive to the liberals. 
It will be Celler’s aim to go to 
conference with the Senate on 
the bill in hopes of getting the 
senators to back down. But the 
big vote in favor of a lowered 
voting age should stiffen Senate 
resistance. 
The Senate position is further 
buttressed by the fact that Dem­ 
ocratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
is the leading sponsor of the vot­ 
ing age provision. 
It also has the support of 
House Democratic Leader Carl 
Albert of Oklahoma. “When you 
send a man into battle, he ought 
to have a chance to vote back,” 
said Albert Friday in endorsing 
the Senate bill. 
“Conscription without repre 
sentation is tyranny,” he said.

Red China Shifts From W ar Talk To Farming 


HONG KONG (AP) — China, 
muting its demands that its peo­ 
ple prepare for war, is exhort­ 
ing them now toward rapid ex­ 
pansion of agricultural produc­ 
tion. 
Such orchestration of national 
priorities 
reinforces 
a 
belief 
that Peking’s once-ominous talk 
of war was basically to mobilize 
the people for a new economic 
leap forward. 
The logic of this argument is 
that China’s masses, weary and 
disillusioned after the chaos of 
the cultural revolution, could 
best be united again by the 
threat of attack. Once the na­ 
tionalistic adrenalin was again 
running strong, the people’s mo­ 
mentum could be turned into 


more productive pursuits. 
Fervent nationalism erupted 
following the series of border 
clashes with Soviet troops last 
year. Mao Tse-tung’s call to “ be 
prepared against war, be pre­ 
pared against national disaster, 
and do everything for the peo-' 
pie,” rang through the country. 
Public fears were kept at high 
pitch until early this year by 
Constant warnings that Moscow 
and Washington were plotting 
assaults on China. 
Actual preparations for war 
were 
widely 
undertaken 
by 
thousands 
throughout 
China. 
These included carving the in­ 
sides from entire hills around 
Canton for bomb shelters. A 
Chinese from llong Kong, who 


recently 
visited 
Canton, 
said 
one shelter was equipped with 
beds, kitchens and first aid 
rooms. 
Such 
mass 
energies 
have 
steadily been redirected away 
from war preparations toward 
building a 
stable 
agriculture 
base. The shift came as the 
peasants began to prepare for 
the spring planting late last 
month. It was a “ revolutionary 
spring” with thousands of “Mao 
Tse tong 
thought 
propaganda 
learns” urging greater produc­ 
tion while playing down war 
fears. 
To mobilize the people, mass 
campaigns to conserve 
water 
and expand farm land 
have 
been launched, in addition to 


economic gains the campaigns 
are instrumental in developing | 
automatic responses from

Soldiers 
by 
the 
battalions 
have been ordered out of garri­ 
sons to prepare fields for their 
own source of food and to help 
the farmers. Following Mao’s 
order to “support the govern­ 
ment and cherish to people,” 
thousands of troops seem in­ 
volved more in agriculture work 
than in preparing for war. 
The overriding goal in China 
today, 
as 
determined 
from 
broadcasts monitored in Hong 
Kong and from Chinese publica­ 
tions, is to carry out a “new 
leap forward.” 


A spattering of war talks still 
comes from Peking but other 
factors raise questions about 
China’s real belief in war. 
Economic experts remain un­ 
convinced that China’s high im­ 
ports of steel, copper and rub­ 
ier are for war preparations. 
They note these items can be 
plowed into industrial expansion 
and farm machinery. Similarly, 
sharply 
reduced 
exports 
of 
Tungsten and antimony could 
equally 
indicate 
China 
was 
gearing up for industrial expan­ 
sion 
China is now agreeing to long 
delivery times on its imports. 
This 
suggests 
there

California, 
Wisconsin 
Take Action 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Ma­ 
jor U.S. automakers arc the tar­ 
get of a civil suit filed by Cali­ 
fornia which Deputy State Atty. 
Gen. Charles A. O’Brien says 
may cost them billions of dol­ 
lars in damages. At issue: air 
pollution. 
The complaint filed in U.S. 
District Court Friday accuses 
the industry of having conspired 
in 1961, 1962 and 1964 to delay 
installation of smog devices on 
cars. 
O'Brien said smog damage to 
California’s citrus crops runs 
between $25 million and $100 
million annually. He added that 
residents spend untold millions 
of dollars more when they are 
hospitalized 
for 
smog-related 
ailments and must repaint their 
homes or cars because of air 
pollution damage. 
In Madison, Wis., that state 
filed a federal court suit which 
would compel auto manufacu- 
teres to install antipollution con­ 
trol equipment on all motor ve­ 
hicles sold in Wisconsin since 
1953. 
Wisconsin Atty. Gen. Robert 
Warren also asked in the com­ 
plaint that the auto makers be 
assessed triple damages, the 
amount to be determined by the 
court. 
O'Brien said one portion of 
the California suit asks automo­ 
bile 
manufacturers 
to 
reim­ 
burse 
Californians 
for 
smog 
control devices soon to be re­ 
quired on all pre-1966 model ve­ 
hicles. Such “kits” are current­ 
ly in development, he said. 
Defandants 
were 
listed 
as 
Chrysler, Ford, General Motors, 
American Motors, the Automo­ 
bile Manufacturers Association, 
Checker Motor Corp., Studebak- 
er Corp., White Motor Corp., 
Diamond T. Motor Car Co., in­ 
ternational Harvester Co., Kai­ 
ser Jeep and Mack Trucks, Inc. 
The Wisconsin suit lists the 
same defendants and also al­ 
leges conspiracy to delay instal­ 
lation of the auto emission con­ 
trol devices. 
O'Brien said 13 eastern cities 
that have filed other antismog 
actions have asked to join in the 
California suit. O’Brien’s com­ 
plaint was on behalf of Califor­ 
nia, 30 of its 58 counties and 156 
cities. 
The allegations arc similar to 
those 
in 
an 
antitrust suit 
brought against the 
industry 
last year by the U.S. Justice De­ 
partment. This was settled in 
the form of a consent decree 
when the government said it 
had 
received assurances the 
auto 
makers 
would 
develop 
smog devices on a competitive 
basis.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—Ca­ 
ble cars, buses, schools, librar­ 
ies and City Hall are closed by a 
city employes’ strike that hit 
San Francisco early on Friday 
the 13th. 
As negotiators worked to end 
the walkout by 7,000 nurses, 
clerks, social workers, accoun­ 
tants and maintenance workers, 
half a million commuters re­ 
treated to the suburbs for the 
weekend, hoping the shutdown 
could be ended by Monday. 
Traffic was bumper-to-bump- 
er most of Friday. Office per­ 
sonnel driving to work found 
parking prices doubled in many 
privately operated lots. 
Hitchhiking was taken up by 
miniskirted beauties and busi­ 
ness executives alike. Transit 
service and the cable cars halt­ 
ed as drivers refused to cross 
picket lines.

Bluing 
is 
a 
blue 
coloring 
material which, when added to 
the wash or rinse* water, im ­ 
parts a blue cast causing white 
fabrics to appear whiter. It docs 
not 
clean 
fabrics 
hut 
does 
counteract yellowing. 


This ingredient is used less 
frequently than in the past since 
today’s detergents and laundry 
aids contain bluing agents 
or 
brighteners. Bluing is available 
in granules, liquids, cubes and 
pellets. Granules may be added 
to the wash water, but liquids 
must be diluted and added 
to 
the rinse 
water. 
Cube1; 
and 
pellets must he dissolved and 
dilluted before 
adding 
to the 
final 
rinse. 
Excessive 
bluing 
can impart a gray or too-blue 
tinge to laundry so it should 
not be used in every wash load. 
If the label on your detergent 
stresses its brightening action, 
you 
can 
assume 
it 
contains 
“ optical 
brighteners,” 
which 
are much more effective than 
old-fashioned bluing in offsetting 
any yellowish tinge. 
Borax is a white crystalline 
solid salt, formed from boracic 
acid and soda. As a la indry 
ingredient, it 
helps 
to 
soften 
water and loosen dirt. It also 
removes odors and retards the 
growth of many 
molds 
a n d 
bacteria. 
Being 
alkaline 
in 
nature, borax should he added 
to the wash water and then ! 
thoroughly 
rinsed 
out 
so 
no j 
residue remains. 
Here again, j 
you 
may 
choose 
between j 
“ adding your own” or a l>orax-; 
containing detergent product. 
Disinfectants 
used 
in 
the j 
laundry 
must 
kill 
bacteria : 
without 
leaving 
any 
residue 
which might be harmful to the 
skin and without changing the 
color or other properties of the 
fabric. They are 
not 
major 
washday ingredients, since it is 
generally 
agreed 
that 
under 
normal 
conditions, 
laundering 
with hot water and soap or 
detergent 
followed 
by 
dryer- 
drying or air-drying in sunshine 
out-of-doors produces a sanitary 
wash. 
However, 
if 
there

illness in the family, research 
indicates 
that using

fectant during laundering 
can 
help prevent possible spread of 
disease-causing 
bacteria 
—- 
especially 
when using 
com­ 
munal washing facilities. 
Among

disinfectants are liquid chlorine 
bleach and pine oil products 
available 
in 
most 
groceries, 
quarternary 
compounds 
and 


phenolic 
compounds 
usually 


according to directions.

Starches and fabric finishes 


arc always added last when 


cooking 
up 
a 
wash. 
They 


“ stiffen’' and “ finish” the fabric 
giving it the body that is lost 
by some fabrics during laun­ 
dering and also help fabrics 
stay clean longer by keeping 
soil from becoming imbedded. 


Starches 
are derived 
from 
vegetable 
sources 
or 
plastic 
resins and are available in dry, 
liquid and spray forms. 
Dry 
starches arc least expensive hut 
must he made into 
a solution 
— either hot or cold — liefore 
use. Hot starch penetrates best 
and 
makes 
ironing 
easier. 
Liquid 
starches 
are 
already 
prepared and in solution hut are 
more 
expensive 
then 
dry 
starches. Both may be used for 
automatic 
washer 
starching, 
which is easy to do and a 
p o p u l a r 
p r a c t i c e 
f o r 
homemakers w'ho still do 
a 
lot of starching. 
The 
starch 
solution should be poured into 
a 
washer tub of w*ater 
and 
agitated briefly before adding 
the garments to be starched. 
After garments are agitated two 
to three minutes, the dial should 
be advanced to spin to remove 
a 11 
moisture. 
Rinse

thoroughly after starching. 


Spray 
starches 
are 
most 
popular today and are easiest 
to use since no irrcpuration is 
needed and they sprinkle as 
weLl as starch (luring ironing. 
They are more expensive than 
either dry or liquid type, but 
for those who do very little 
starching and prefer the con­ 
venience, they may be most 
satisfactory- 
There 
arc 
ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages to 
each type, but a good rule of 
thumb might be: for economy 
use dry. for convenience use 
spray and for a little of both 
try liquid. 
Special 
fabric 
finishes 
are 
new spray products which give 
some body to fabric and make 
ironing easier. They do not give 
the stiffness of starch but im­ 
part a certain crispness and 
also rejiel soil. Most of them 
are in spray form. For those 
who do not want heavy stiffness

As warm weather approaches, 
ants begin 
to 
appear 
a n d 
become a nuisance again. Ants 
seem to be mere nuisances, but 
often they cause damage and 
spread other harmful pests. 
Unlike some insects, ants are 
both 
household 
and 
outdoor 
problems. Outside, ants cause 
damage to plants by placing 
aphids on the plant roots. The 
aphids 
produce 
a 
sweet ex­ 
cretion called honeydew’ which 
the ants feed upon. 
Consequently, to reach these 
aphids 
the 
ants 
build 
many 
tunnels which lead to the plant 
roots and can serve as path­ 
ways for other pests. 
Ants may also cause damage 
to trees and woody shrubs by 
boring nests into the plant in­ 
terior. Often entrance into the 
tree is through wounds which 
can 
he 
covered. 
One 
other 
damage is the loss of green 
vegetation 
and possibly com­ 
plete defoliation caused by leaf- 
cutting and harvester ants. 
Indoors, ants infest foodstuffs 
and carpenter ants are a major 
concern since they do damage 
to 
wooden 
surfaces 
such 
as 
beams. 
The first step to controlling 
ants is locating their nests. By 
hunting and by watching the 
ants movements, one is able to 
determine whether the ants are

Combining this 
with changing methods of ap­ 
plication,

plication, the herbicide program 
on most farms has become very 
complicated. 


In fact, it has become so 
complicated 
that 
some 
com­ 
panies now feed the information 
concerning the 
weed 
control 
program into a computer and 
use this method to arrive at 
the herbicide which they would 
recommend for the particular 
problem. 
A number of factors need to 
be considered when the her­ 
bicide selection is made. First 
of all, weeds and grasses to 
be controlled must be known 
if 
an 
effective 
herbicide 
program is to be planned. Some 
grasses are controlled quite well 
by 
certain 
herbicides, 
while 


nesting indoors or outdoors. 


Once the nests 
are 
found, 
apply an insecticide to the nest 
(if possible) and on the surfaces 
where the ants 
crawl. A com 
monlv 
used 
insecticide 
is 
chlordane, which is long-lasting 
and 
can 
help 
prevent 
rein 
festation. An effective control of 
ants in the home is putting food 
in tight containers.

IN addition, the soil type, the 
soil texture, and the organic 
matter 
are 
important 
since 
most herbicides require higher 
amounts of herbicide on high 
organic matter soils and lower 
amounts on soils that tend to 
be of coarser textures. 


The method of application is 
important since some materials 
can be applied pre-emergence, 
some 
can 
be 
applied 
post­ 
emergence, some can be in­ 
corporated, 
others 
cannot be 
incorporated. So the method of 
application 
and 
time 
of 
ap­ 
plication need to be considered 
in the selection of an herbicide. 


One of the other important 
items is what crop will follow 
the crop upon which the her­ 
bicide is being used. In some 
cases 
certain 
crops 
can 
be 
planted, in other cases the same 
crops cannot be grown following 
the 
application 
of 
certain 
herbicides. 
Moisture 
conditions 
at 
the 
time of application or between 
the time of application and the 
emergence of the weeds are 
important. Some herbicides can 
cause crop injury if there are 
heavy . rains. 
Most herbicides 
will 
not be very effective if 
there is not some rain. 
Again, 
the 
selection of 
an 
herbicide to be used in a given 
situation requires a very careful 
analysis of the situation before 
a decision can be made and 
a recommendation for herbicide 
application given.

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Home Agent Tips

Bluing is a 
blue coloring 
material which, when added to 
the wash or rinse * water, im­ 
parts a blue cast causing white 
fabrics to appear whiter. It does 
not 
clean fabrics 
but does 
counteract yellowing. 
This ingredient is used less 
frequently than in the past since 
today’s detergents and laundry 
aids contain bluing agents or 
brighteners. Bluing is available 
in granules, liquids, cubes and 
pellets. Granules may be added 
to the wash water, but liquids 
must be diluted and added to 
tho rinse 
water. 
Cube* 
and 
pellets must be dissolved and 
(diluted before 
adding to the 
final rinse. Excessive bluing 
can impart a gray or too-blue 
tinge to laundry so it should 
not be used in every wash load. 
lf the label on your detergent 
.stresses its brightening action, 
you can assume it contains 
“optical 
brighteners,” 
which 
are much more effective than 
old-fashioned bluing in offsetting 
any yellowish tinge. 
► 
Borax is a white crystalline 
solid salt, formed from boracic 
acid and soda. As a la indry 
ingredient, it helps to soften 
water and loosen dirt. It also 
removes odors and retards the 
growth of many molds 
a n d 
bacteria. 
Being 
alkaline 
in 
nature, borax should be added 
to the wash water and then 
thoroughly rinsed out so no 
residue remains. Here again, 
you 
may 
choose 
between 
“adding your own” or a borax- 
containing detergent product. 
Disinfectants 
used 
in 
the 
laundry 
must 
kill 
bacteria 
without leaving any 
residue 
which might be harmful to the 
skin and without changing the 
color or other properties of the 
fabric. They are 
not 
major 
washday ingredients, since it is 
generally agreed that under 
normal conditions, laundering 
with hot water and soap or 
detergent followed by dryer- 
drying or air-drying in sunshine 
out-of-doors produces a sanitary 
wash. 
However, 
if there is 
illness in the family, research 
indicates that using a disin­ 
fectant during laundering 
can 
help prevent possible spread of 
disease-causing 
bacteria 
— 
especially 
when using 
com­ 
munal washing facilities. 
Among the 
most effective 
disinfectants are liquid chlorine 
bleach and pine oil products 
available in 
most groceries, 
quarternary 
compounds 
and 


phenolic 
compounds 
usually 
according to directions. Here 
again, keep them ‘out of the 
hands of children.

“stiffen” and “finish” the fabric 
giving it the body that is lost 
by some fabrics during laun­ 
dering and also help fabrics 
stay clean longer by keeping 
soil from becoming imbedded. 
Starches are derived from 
vegetable sources or plastic 
resins and are available in dry, 
liquid and spray forms. Dry 
starches are least expensive but 
must he made into a solution 
— either hot or cold — before 
use. Hot starch penetrates best 
and 
makes 
ironing 
easier. 
Liquid starches are already 
prepared and in solution but are 
more 
expensive 
then 
dry 
starches. Both may be used for 
automatic 
washer 
starching, 
which is easy to do and a 
p o p u l a r p r a c t i c e f o r 
homemakers who still do 
a 
lot of starching. The starch 
solution should be poured into 
a washer tub of water and 
agitated briefly before adding 
the garments to be starched. 
After garments are agitated two 
to three minutes, the dial should 
be advanced to spin to remove 
a 11 
moisture. 
Rinse 
tub 
thoroughly after starching. 
Spray 
starches 
are 
most 
popular today and are easiest 
to use since no preparation is 
needed and they sprinkle as 
well as starch during ironing. 
They are more expensive than 
either dry or liquid type, but 
for those who do very little 
starching and prefer the con­ 
venience, they may be most 
satisfactory. 
There 
are 
ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages to 
each type, but a good rule of 
thumb might be: for economy 
use dry. for convenience use 
spray and for a little of both 
try liquid. 
Special fabric finishes are 
new spray products which give 
some body to fabric and make 
ironing easier. They do not give 
the stiffness of starch but im­ 
part a certain crispness and 
also repel soil. Most of them 
are in spray form. For those 
who do not want heavy atiffness 
but rather a fre7h and lasting 
appearance, these can be a 
great help when used according 
to directions.

Herbicide Choice 
Requires Thought 


Ants Appear 
As Warm 
Days Near

As warm weather approaches, 
ants begin to 
appear 
a n d 
become a nuisance again. Ants 
seem to be mere nuisances, but 
often they cause damage and 
spread other harmful pests. 
Unlike some insects, ants are 
both 
household 
and 
outdoor 
problems. Outside, ants cause 
damage to plants by placing 
aphids on the plant roots. The 
aphids produce a sweet ex­ 
cretion called honeydew which 
the ants feed upon. 
Consequently, to reach these 
aphids the ants build many 
tunnels which lead to the plant 
roots and can serve as path 
ways for other pests. 
Ants may also cause damage 
to trees and woody shrubs by 
boring nests into the plant in­ 
terior. Often entrance into the 
tree is through wounds which 
can be 
covered. One other 
damage is the loss of green 
vegetation and possibly com 
plete defoliation caused by leaf 
cutting and harvester ants. 
Indoors, ants infest foodstuffs 
and carpenter ants are a major 
concern since they do damage 
to wooden surfaces such as 
beams. 
The first step to controlling 
ants is locating their nests. By 
hunting and by watching the 
ants movements, one is able to 
determine whether the ants are

It hasn’t been so long ago 
that the only decision the far­ 
mer needed to make as far as 
which herbicide to apply was 
whether or not he would apply 
2,4-D to his corn. 
This has changed in the last 
five 
years 
with 
the 
many 
herbicides 
that are on 
the 
market today. Combining this 
with changing methods of ap­ 
plication, 
and times of ap­ 
plication, the herbicide program 
on most farms has become very 
complicated. 
In fact, it has become so 
complicated that some com­ 
panies now feed the information 
concerning the weed 
control 
program into a computer and 
use this method to arrive at 
the herbicide which they would 
recommend for the particular 
problem. 
A number of factors need to 
be considered when the her 
bicide selection is made. First 
of all, weeds and grasses to 
be controlled must be known 
if 
an 
effective 
herbicide 
program is to be planned. Some 
grasses are controlled quite well 
by 
certain herbicides, 
while 


they have very little effect upon 
other grasses.* * * 


nesting indoors or outdoors. 
Once the nests 
are 
found 
apply an insecticide to the nest 
(if possible) and on the surfaces 
where the ants crawl. A com 
monly 
used 
insecticide 
is 
chlordane, which is long-lasting 
and 
can help prevent rein 
festation. An effective control of 
ants in the home is putting food 
in tight containers. 
For further information come

IN addition, the soil type, the 
soil texture, and the organic 
matter 
are 
important since 
most herbicides require higher 
amounts of herbicide on high 
organic matter soils and lower 
amounts on soils that tend to 
be of coarser textures. 
The method of application is 
important since some materials 
can be applied pre-emergence, 
some 
can be 
applied post­ 
emergence, some can be in­ 
corporated, others cannot be 
incorporated. So the method of 
application and time of ap­ 
plication need to be considered 
in the selection of an herbicide. 
One of the other important 
items is what crop will follow 
the crop upon which the her­ 
bicide is being used. In some 
cases certain crops can be 
planted, in other cases the same 
crops cannot be grown following 
the 
application 
of 
certain 
herbicides. 
Moisture conditions at the 
time of application or between 
the time of application and the 
emergence of the weeds are 
important. Some herbicides can 
cause crop injury if there are 
heavy. rains. Most herbicides 
will not be very effective if 
there is not some rain. 
Again, the selection of an 
herbicide to be used in a given 
situation requires a very careful 
analysis of the situation before 
a decision can be made and 
a recommendation for herbicide 
application given.

Are Stable 


George E. Stump, chairman

Agricultural 
stabilization and Conservation 
Committee, said today the latest 
G.S. Department of Agriculture 
reports 
indicate 
that 
world 
wheat 
prices have 
stabilized 
prices are likely 
to hold

truough world wheat supplies 
continue heavy and may in­ 
crease. 


U. S. wheat stocks on Jan. 
I 
were 1,527 million bushels, 
around 180 million abov£ a year 
earlier. Of the total, privately 
held stocks were 653 million 
bushels down 55 million from 
a year earlier. 
These 
smaller free 
stocks 
together with an expected in­ 
crease in wheat use during the 
first six months of 1970, com­ 
pared with the same period a 
year ago, may result in a 
somewhat better price than the 
$1.28 per bushel average farm 
price of January-May, 1969. 
Exports of all wheat in the 
current 
marketing 
year 
are 
expected to total around 600 
million bushels, some IO per 
cent above last year’s outgo. 
This prospect is based on im­ 
proved exports to Japan, more 
competitive U. S. export prices, 
and somewhat reduced com­ 
petition in spring wheats from 
the USSR and Australia the rest 
of this year. 
On the other hand, demand 
for U.S. wheat in some markets 
is down from last year, and 
other 
nations 
are 
becoming 
more aggressive in the Latin 
American market. 
Stump said the wheat price 
prospects are based in part on 
anticipation that farm ers will 
make extensive use of the price 
support loan program as well 
as on an expected grain in 
exports. He reminded farm ers 
of the announcement earlier this 
month that 1967-68-69 crops of 
farm-stored wheat and 1968 - 69 
crops 
of 
commercially-stored 
wheat under price-support loan 
are eligible for loan extensions 
or ‘reseal’.

Rhodes Drops His Plans 
For Safety Department' 


COLI VIRUS. Ohio (AP)—The 
administration of Gov. James A. 
Rhodes Friday dropped plans 
to create a Department of Pub­ 
lic Safety. 
The action came in the midst 
of strong opposition organized 
b> the Buckeye State Sheriffs 
Association. 
John McElroy, tho governor’s 
chief aide, said: 
“We’re no longer for a De­ 
partment of Public Safety. We 
are disappointed at the opposi­ 
tion.” 
The proposal as outlined in 
Rhodes’ state-of-the - state mes­ 
sage Feb. 5, 1969. would have 
stripped the attorney general’s 
crime-fighting agencies and put 
them in the new cabinet-level de­ 
partment under the governor. 
The Highway Patrol would 
have also been placed in the 
new agency. 
The Sheriffs Association fear­ 
ed it wats a step toward crea­ 
tion of a state police force. E ar­ 
lier this week, it rejected sev­ 


eral compromise amendments 
proposed by McElroy. 
The bill to create the depart­ 
ment sailed through the House 
last summer, but ran into trou­ 
ble in the Senate. It is now in 
a Senate committee. 
“We’re not g o i n g to put 
-screw- on anybody to get some­ 
thing that in the course of time 
will come about anyway,” Mc­ 
Elroy said. 
He said he had notified Senr. 
Robert E. Stockdale, R - 31 
Kent, chairman of the Urban 
and Highway Affairs Commit­ 
tee, that the administration was 
no longer supporting the bill. 
McElroy said opposition to the 
bill “ illustrates distortions you 
get in an election year . . . . if 
it were any other time we would 
have gone on with the bill.” 
A bill to establish a “Little 
F B I” in the attorney gener­ 
al’s office is to be voted upon 
in the House Monday night. Mc­ 
Elroy. who opposes the meas­ 
ure, said he thought it would 


run into the same opposition as 
ho public safety measure. 
Chiefs of police and sheriffs 
are the highest ranking law en- 
orcement officials in cities and 
counties. The only assistance

now gives local law Enforcement 
’s at the request of local en­ 
forcement chiefs.

WASHINGTON (A P ) - A doz­ 
en states have suffered m ore 
than half the country’s com b at 
deaths in the V’ietnam war. 
This is shown in a Pentagon- 
prepared 
state-b y-state 
b reak ­ 
down of 40,028 losses resulting 
from action b y enem y forces up 
to Jan . 1. A nother 800-plus men 
have b een killed since b ut the 
state proportions are b elieved 
ab out the sam e. 
The dozen states are am ong 
the nation’s m ost populous 15 
states, according to C om m erce 
D epartm ent population figures. 
The states whose killed-in-ac- 
tion deaths totaled 23.042 as of 
Ja n . 1 
are led b y California, 
wnich 
b y 
Itself 
accounts 
for 
nearly 10 per cent of all com b at 


losses. 
The totals are California 3.910. 
New York 2,946, T ex as 2.315,

use and req uires physicians who 
trea t m inors under 21 for drug 
dependency to report them to 
their parents 
The b ill also reduces the first 
offense penalty for possession 
of m arijuana from a felony to 
a 
m isdem eanor 
The 
present 
penalty is a m ax im um $10,000 
fine and a 20 year prison term 
and the new penalty would he 
a $1.000 fine and up to one year 
in jail 
The legislation will also give 
the courts the opportunity to 
com m it drug users to m ental 
h o s pi t a l s 
for rehab ilitation 
rathe r than send them to prison. 
H owever, if the person refuses 
treatm en t, 
he 
would 
b e 
sen­ 
tenced to prison. The user could 
b e treated as an out-patient of 
a m ental hospital and would not 
necessarily

When 
the 
Nixon 
administration 
submitted its fiscal 1971 budget to 
Congress, it showed a projected surplus 
of $1.3 billion. That surplus was tenuous 
under 
the 
best 
of 
circumstances 
because it depended largely on a series 
of changes that Congress was asked 
to put into effect. 
As Sen. John Williams, Delaware 
RepuDlican, 
and others have com­ 
plained, it is virtually unthinkable that 
Congress will go along completely with 
the proposed changes, and it may adopt 
none 
of 
them. If 
the latter, 
t h e 
projected surplus could shrink to a 
deficit of more than $4.5 billion. 
Among the items the Nixon budget 
counts on is a delay in granting across- 
the-board pay increases for federal 
employes from July I of this year to 
Jan. I. .1971. Congress traditionally likes 
to reward federal employes in election 
years, when most of its own members 
must stand for re-election. Involved is 
about SI billion. 


Equally 
controversial, 
from 
the 
congressional point of view, is a plan 
to eliminate or curtail such federal 
programs as school milk, grants to 
colleges and outlays for hospital con­ 
struction. 
Together with such other savings 
plans as selling the Alaskan Railroad 
and certain items in the strategic stock­ 
pile, projected savings in this area total 
more than $2 billion. 
Another 
innovation, 
which 
would 
amount to a one-time windfall of more 
than *1 billion, is to speed collection 
of withholding taxes and excises. There 
are a number of other changes which 
i-trixe sensitive chords in Congress, but 
those enumerated carry the larger 
price taps and are essential if the 
surplus is not to drop automatically 
into La deficit.

Dozen States 
Suffer Most 
Viet Losses 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A doz- 
en states have suffered more 
than half the country’s combat 
deaths in the Vietnam war. 
This is shown in a Pentagon- 
prepared state-by-state break­ 
down of 40,028 losses resulting 
from action by enemy forces up 
to Jan. I. Another 800-plus men 
have been killed since but the 
state proportions are believed 
about the same. 
The dozen states are among 
the nation’s most populous 15 
states, according to Commerce 
Department population figures. 
The states whose killed-in-ac- 
tion deaths totaled 23,042 as of 
Jan. I are led by California, 
wnich by Itself accounts for 
nearly IO per cent of all combat 
losses. 
The totals are California 3,910, 
New York 2.946, Texaa 2.315, 
Pennsylvania 2,191, Ohio 2,140, 
Illinois 2,017, Michigan 1,864, 
Florida 
1,343, North Carolina 
1,089. New Jersey 1,080, Geor­ 
gia 1.083. and Indiana 1,064. 
By contrast, four states—a- 
mong the nation’s most thinly 
populated—sustained c o m b a t 
loses below the IOO mark. They 
are Delaware 85, Wyoming 80, 
Vermont 
6 8 , and Alaska, the 
lowest of the states with 30. 


Legislature Report

The House this week approved 
legislation 
which 
will, 
after 
Senate approval- change Ohio 
laws to curb the use of drugs 
in Ohio. 
The bill provides for a three­ 
pronged 
attack 
on 
the in­ 
creasing problem of drug abuse 
in Ohio aiming its attack to the 
youthful user by emphasizing 
education, parental control and 
rehabilitation. 
The 
bill 
provides 
for 
the 
public school system to schedule 
courses in their curriculum on 
the dangers of drugs and their 
use and requires physicians who 
treat minors under 21 for drug 
dependency to report them to 
their parents. 
The bill also reduces the first 
offense penalty for possession 
of marijuana from a felony to 
a misdemeanor. 
The present 
penalty is a maximum $10,000 
fine and a 20 year prison term 
and the new penalty would be 
a $1,000 fine and up to one year 
in jail. 
The legislation will also give 
the courts the opportunity to 
commit drug users to mental 
h o s p i t a l s for rehabilitation 
rather than send them to prison. 
However, if the person refuses 
treatment, he would be sen­ 
tenced to prison. The user could 
be treated as an out-patient of 
a mental hospital and would not 
necessarily have to be com­ 
mitted to a mental institution. 
The

would 
also 
p r o v i d e 
immunity 
from 
prosecution to drug users who 
g i v e 
information 
to 
the 
authorities on the source of 


drugs. This would give police 
another tool to apprehend those 
people who profit from the drug 
trade. 


This week the House also 
gave its approval to the in­ 
crease in the allowable interest 
rates charged to people buying

cent and for the last two months 
pressure has been on legislators 
to increase the rate to 8 V« per 
cent to conform with the federal 
programs. 
The bill does not change the 
usury interest rate on loans 
other than those through the 
FHA and VA programs. 
Proponents of the measure 
argued the increase in the to­ 
t e r e s t

would 
allow 
thousands of people not able to 
borrow through the banks to 
buy homes even though they 
had to pay higher interest. 
Democrats generally argued 
that interest rates were already 
too high and increasing them 
did not allow substantially more 
people to buy homes as they 
could not afford to pay the 
increased cost of money. They 
also claimed that interest rates 
were about to come down and 
there was no need for the in­ 
creased rates of interest

‘‘They operate nominally as 
concessionaires at sports events 
and racetracks but have large 
holdings in bowling alleys, vend­ 
ing machines, drive-in theaters 
and airports and own the Cin­ 
cinnati Royals and the Ice Ca­ 
pados,” Rep. Sam Steiger, a Re­ 
publican, 
said in a H o u s e 
speech. 
Steiger, a horse breeder, trad­ 
er and trainer, said Emprise 
has been as active in lending 
money to race tracks and their 
owners as in selling hot dogs 
and liquor. 
‘'Their association with the 
underworld has followed a con­ 
stant pattern,” Steiger told the 
House, “ It is not illegal to lend 
money to people of bad reputa­ 
tion and in the case of Emprise 
it has proven profitable.” 
Louis 
Jacobs, 
who 
started 
Emprise in 1915 as a popcorn 
sales operation, died in 1968 and 
Emprise now is run by sons Je r­ 
emy and Max Jacobs. 
Steiger said Emprise bolds 12 
per cent interest in Hazel Park 
horse racing track near Detroit, 
whose three top executives were 
identified by Sen. John L. Mc­ 
Clellan’s rackets committee in 
1969 as members of Detroit’s La 
Cosa Nostra. 
Steiger said Jerem y Jacobs 
said he lent two of the three offi­ 
cers the money to buy their 
stock in the racetrack.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— An 
Arizona c o n g r e s s m a n has 
charged that scandal often fol­ 
lows the presence of a Buffalo, 
N.Y., firm, Emprise, at horse 
and dog racetracks and in over 
450 businesses in 23 states. 
“They operate nominally as 
concessionaires at sports events 
and racetracks but have large 
holdings in bowling alleys, vend­ 
ing machines, drive-in theaters 
and airports and own the Cin­ 
cinnati Royals and the Ice Ca- 
pades,” Rep. Sam Steiger, a Re­ 
publican, said in a H o u s e 
speech. 
Steiger, a horse breeder, trad­ 
er and trainer, said Emprise 
has been as active in lending 
money to race tracks and their 
owners as in selling hot dogs 
and liquor. 
“Their association with the 
underworld has followed a con­ 
stant pattern,” Steiger told the 
House. “It is not illegal to lend 
money to people of bad reputa­ 
tion and in the case of Emprise 
it has proven profitable.” 
Louis Jacobs, who started 
Emprise in 1915 as a popcorn 
sales operation, died in 1968 and 
Emprise now is run by sons Jer­ 
emy and Max Jacobs. 
Steiger said Emprise bolds 12 
per cent interest in Hazel Park 
horse racing track near Detroit, 
whose three top executives were 
identified by Sen. John L. Mc­ 
Clellan’s rackets committee in 
1969 as members of Detroit’s La 
Cosa Nostra. 
Steiger said Jeremy Jacobs 
said he lent two of the three offi­ 
cers the money to buy their 
stock in the racetrack. 


In Arizona, Steiger said, Em­ 
prise controls six greyhound 
tracks and two horse tracks, 
leaving only one horse track 
free of their control. 
“The pattern is the same,” 
Steiger said, “a stock issue of 
one cent for insiders, 50 cents 
for those not so in and $1.25 for 
the public. 
“It includes successful seduc­ 
tion of the legislature to give 
more racing days and bigger 
tax breaks for the dogs until Ar­ 
izona is burdened with 603 days 
of racing a year—and the only 
people who make money are the 
concessionaires 
and Emprise 
front men and needless to say 
Emprise is the concessionaire,” 
he said.

He has sent up 47 men to the big 
leagues and about 55 per cent of 
the current Phils played for him 
at one time or another. 
Lucchesi is moving in a new 
second base-sbortstop combina­ 
tion that he had last year at Eu­ 
gene, Ore. in the Pacific Coast 
League.

The action, disclosed Friday, 
came in a closed meeting of 
Rep. L. Mendel Rivers’ panel 
Feb. 3 and wUl be voted on by 
the full House Wednesday. 
The Guppey class craft, osten­ 
sibly for Form osa’s antisubm a­ 
rine w arfare program , would be 
that country’s first submarines. 
The Defense and State depart­ 
ments have not taken a public 
position on the bul although pri­ 
vately officials are said to fear 
the loan wUl ham per Nixon ad­ 
ministration efforts to improve 
U.S.-Red China relations. 
The proposal is part of a larg­ 
er bul that would also authorize 
loans of two destroyer escorts to 
Vietnam and two submarines to 
Turkey and extend loans of one 
submarine to Greece and one to 
Pakistan for an additional five 
years.
